Following the afternoon address, 
a reception in honor of the Sena- 
tor will be held in the cafeteria of 
the Halleck Student Center. The 
reception is open ito residents of 
Jasper County and to the faculty 
and administration of Saint Jo- 
seph’s. The event is sponsored by 
the Y oUng ' Democratic Club and 
the Jasper County Democratic Wo- 
men’s Organization.

For (the first time since the 
1961-62 season, a sophomore leads 
the list of Saint Joseph's scorers 
in final statistics released by the 
Collegeville Sports Information 
Department recently. Kenny 
Broussard, 6-0 160-pound guard, 
completed his first varsity season 
with 479 points— an all-time high 
for a Puma sophomore, and the 
highest total since George Post led 
the Saints as a second-year man 
with 477 points five seasons ago. 

Broussard averaged 2 0.0 
(19.958) points per game — also a 
soph high — and erased Dan Rogo- 
vich's nine-year mark of 402 dur- 
ing the Bultler game February 19. 
Broussard also led the club in field* 
goal attempts, field goals, free 
throw attempts, free throws, and 
finished second in field goal per- 
centage (.513). His 479 total points 
is the highest total accumulated 
here since Post scored 477 as a 
junior (1962-63)- and Beaver Mar- 
cinek closed right behing with 
473. Only one other player, Bobby 
Williams, finished the season with 
more than Broussard— 543 in 1959- 
60 (the school record) and 608 
in 1968-59. 

Leading the 1965-66 Pumas 
in other departments were Jim 
Still, field goal accuracy 
(.523); Denny Potts, free 
throw accuracy (.847); Tom- 
my Orowley, rebounding (134) ; 
Terry Davisson, personal fouls 
(92 — a new school record) ;

were ranked among the top /ten in small COACH JIM HOLSTEIN 
college polls this year. Indiana State recently upset number-one-ranked 
Southern Illinois at Terre Haute. 

Saint Joseph’s dropped six contests to the three league foes; to 
Evansville by 13 and 10 points, to Indiana Staite by 18 and 12 (in 
overtime), and to Valparaiso by seven and six points respectively. The 
Pumas also lost twice to Butler, who administered defeats to each of 
the three tourney-bound adversaries. 

Outside the ICC, Saint Joseph’s opponents bidding for 
trophies are Cincinnati (Missouri Valley Champs). St. Bona- 
venture, St. Thomas, Anderson and Aquinas. Cincy is going for 
all the marbles in the NCAA Big-time eliminations. The Bear- 
cats squeaked by Saint Joe 71-66 in the. Queen City in January. 

St. Bonaventure is the only team on the Saint Joe schedule to 
obliterate the Rensselaerians this winter. The Bonnies soared to an all- 
time high of 122 at Olean, N.Y. December 20— beating the under- 
manned Saints by 46 points. No other club has ever racked up as many 
points versus Saint Joe in its hardwood history. The Bonnies have been 
invited to participate in the National Invitational in New York City. 

St. Thomas College of St. Paul, Minnesota, winners of the Minne- 
sota Intercollegiate Conference, are members of the NAIA and hopefully 
begin the trek to Kansas City in Minnesota district playoffs. The Toms 
administered a 79-75 defeat to the Pumas Dec. 18. 

Closer to home, and also members of the NAIA, are Anderson’s 
Ravens who battled Indiana Central for the District Championship. The 
Ravens stopped Saint Joe 64-68 on their own floor Dec. 4. 

Aquinas College of Grand Rapids, matched against North- 
ern Michigan in the Water-Wonderland’s NAIA District Play- 
offs, fell to the Pumas in the Furniture City 88-84 last month. 
Other Saint Joe opponents, including Indiana University, DePauw 
and Ball State, have given stronger teams fits all winter. The Saints 
lost the season opener to IU and split a pair of decisions each with the 
Tigers and Cardinals. 

After a more serotinous look at the overall caliber of the 
schedule, one begins to ask who composed the 65-66 schedule. 
There aren’t many other teams in the nation who can claim 
eight tourney-bound winners on their schedules. 

Holstein, whose club_averages only 6-1, is anxious to continue such 
an ambitious schedule although it deems sure frustration. “If you can 
knock off just one of the best every year, it increases your publicity 
and enhances your recruiting one-hundred fold.” But, he adds, if you 
don’t have them on the schedule, you’ll, never be heard from.” 

Hence, the Puma here in northwest-central Indiana, in a community 
-of 1100 jnen and 40 women, continues to growl underfoot of the nation’s 
best; patiently awaiting a big enough bite to keep from starving all 
winter long. His teeth (80.1 points-per-game) were sharp, but not sharp 
enough to daunt the defenses of this season's champion-riddled schedule.

This writer was on hand Wednesday night in suburban Rensselaer, 
the Puma wasteland, Collegeville, Indiana, to see our very own Marian 
Kriights take another one on the chin 93-84 at the hands of the Saint 
Joseph College Pumas. To our mind there is no question that the Pumas 
of Coach Jim Holstein are a well drilled, tough basketball club and one, 
which Wednesday evening, was clearly the better of the two. However, 
as my ears still resound wiith the cat calls of the Pumas’ Pit, we’d like 
to make a few comments on the men from God’s country. (Remember —
